Contest Results 


Results of the IRTS VHF/UHF Field Day contest, held earlier this month, have been 
published, see www.irts.ie/results for full details. This contest takes place on the bands 
from 50 MHz to 1.2 GHz, and the scoring is distance-based. The results page includes 
the "Best DX" in kilometres by band for each station, which shows the impressive 
distances covered during the contest on the VHF and UHF bands - over 2,200 
kilometres on 50 MHz and over 900 kilometres on 1.2 GHz.
